I feel as though I know you through all my correspondence’ on 
Prodigy with Pat Edwards. I'd love to get to Pascagoula to your 
department someday! 


I am enclosing a letter I wrote to the Fenton Historical Society, 
on a lead from another Prodigy user. I am also enclosing a page 
from the response they sent me, tying Daniel PICKET to the Gulf 
Coast. I have written them back to find out more information 
concerning "Edison's History," which is referred to in the page I 
am sending you. 


I am fairly certain from my research, that Daniel anda wife, 
probably Hannah, settled in Jackson Co between 1810 and 1820. 
Apparently Hannah died, or they were divorced by 1830, when he 
was single in the census. Then Daniel married his neighbor, the 
widow, Mary Walker Elder, prior to 1840, and they had some more 
children. I have not found Daniel or Hannah's death dates. 


Daniel had a son, Daniel L., who married his Jackson Co neighbor, 
Amelia Ferrell. I have found information concerning the death 
date of her parents, and their burial in Indian Creek, George 
co., MS, but I have not found information concerning her death. 
Daniel L. married Harriet Wilson in Washington Co, AL in 1838. I 
don't know if Amelia was deceased at that time, or if she was 
divorced. Amelia and Daniel's children are under the guardianship 
of GW Ferrill in the late 1840s in Clarke Co, MS. Harriet Wilson 
is single in the 1850 census in Choctaw Co, AL. In a directory of 
Marion, MS 1854-1856, is found "Pickett, Harriet E. 28 Oct 54: 
Brought suit for divorce against Daniel S.<L> Pickett, a non-, 
resident of the State.” However, in a Clarke Co Probate document 
dated May 1851, is found "the minor heirs of Daniel Picket...” 


The puzzles in MS would be cleared up substantially if I could . 
locate cemetery information on my line. Please let me know if you 
have anything that might shed light on my research. I am 
enclosing a family group sheet for these families. Please note 
that other than the direct line of Robert T. PICKETT, son of 
Daniel L. Picket(t), much of my research is still in progress. 
Please feel free to give this information to anyone who may be 
researching these families.

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THE ELDER HISTORY 


Samuel Elder, with his brother, Robert came from Artemore, Antrim Co, 
Ireland. Robert Settled in what is now Cape Elizabeth. 

Samuel Settled first at Presumpscot Falls, Maine, About the year 1730, 

he came with his family to Windham in 1743. He located on Home lot #40, 
which was drawn by Rev. William Edward Holyoke, an original grantee. 

His wife was Huston, and they had seven children, two of whom were 
born in Ireland, two in Falmouth, and Three in Winham. He had a house on 
this lot,but appears to have left town when the Indian war broke out. 

He probably returned when peace was declared and died here previous to 1759, 
at which time his house was reported as "Rotten Down", 

William, my fourth great grandfather born in Ireland about 1726 was one of 
the seven children listed above, married Mary Akers, and had twelve children. 
William Elder, son of Samuel Elder, settled in New Marblehead in 1759 on Lot 

#46, original grantee was Samuel Brimblecombe. William along with the 
other petitioners of these lots were instrumental in forming a church and 
school, and securing a minister by May 12, 1762, for the people of the town. 
His wages were granted at 20 pounds. William Elder was also on the town 
committee to solve disputes. In May 1778 at a meeting held in the Block 
House, it was voted for William Elder to collect one hundred and fifty dollars 

by this town to defray the charge of providing shirts, steckings and shoes 
for the soldiers now in the Continential Army. Voted that twenty pounds be 
raised to supply the soldiers wives. In January 1782, he was appointed 
agent of the town to procure one Continential Soldier to fill: their quota, 
and on March lst, three soldiers were sent into the Continential Army for 
three years and May 31st 173 pounds was voted to pay them. This was under 
his Majesty Reign, King George. 

Joseph Elder born July 26, 1757 the fourth child of William Elder and 
Mary Akers and he married 1st Hannah Conant Jan 1781 and had two sons, 
John and Samuel Elder born April 18, 1784. Mrs Hannah Conant Elder died 
April 9, 1785. Mr. Joseph Elder married Ann Morrill and they had six 
children, About a mile above Anderson,s Falls, a small stream called the 
Ditch Brook flows into the beautiful P}easant River. On this there were 
two saw mills, one owned by Thomas Varney, the other by Joseph Elder, son 
of William Elder. 

The Town of Windham had ninety-one soldiers in the service at different 
times during the Age of the Revolutionary War 1774 to 1783. Joseph Elder 
served 11 months in this war. 

All the above facts are from the book "Windham in the Past" by Dole--- 
Windham Historical Society 1974, Which I have a_ copy. 

My great, great grandfather Samuel Tyng Elder son of Joseph Elder 
born April 18, 1784, Portland , Maine, He and his twin brother took their 
supplies by boat and traded the lumber for cotton, sugar, Molasses and various 
other goods along the coast of Georgia and Florida. On one occassion on 
their way down, the BRitish comandered their ship along the east coast and 
put them ashore. They returned home to Maine and returned with another boat 
putting in port around Elbert County, Georgia. He met a girl in Elbert Co., 
her name was Mary B. Walker and they were married February of 1814. A year 
later their first son James Walker Elder was born, Feb. 28, 1815. In 1817 
another son William Graham Elder came along. They heard about the Gulf 
Coast being"Virgin Land, Full of Milk and Honey", so it was said. Samuel 
moved his family from Georgia to Mobile, Ala. Several other children were 
born during this time, John S.. John W., Andrew Jackson and Eleanor. 

About 1828 Samuel moved again to Moss Point where he acquired 640 acres of 
land established a saw mill and Ferry with Mary B.Walker Elder and his 
children. On December 31, 1829 Samuel Tyng Elder died and was buried on 
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Canadian Methodist Ministers 1800-1925 Page 1 of 1 


PICKETT, Daniel was born in 1771 and died on July 15, 1854. He was received on trial in 1800 Methodist Episcopal, 1800 Ottawa, 1801 Bay of Quinte, 1802 Ordained at} 
Niagara, 1803 Ottawa, 1804 Niagara and Long Point, 1805-1806 Yonge St., 1807 Oswegotchie, 1808 Augusta, 1809 located. After his location he got sadly estranged from 
the Church of his early choice, and for several years preached on his awn responsibility, and tried to raise a society under the name of "Provincial Methodists”. In 1830 he| 
returned to the Methodist Church and took rank as a local preacher, and so continued until after the Union, when he placed himself in opposition, and was one of the five

Capt. Benjamin Franklin Pickett, a prominent citizen of this city, 
died at his farm in East Scranton Tuesday morning at --- o’clock, 
aged 68 years, 4 months and 17 days, after an illness of several 
months, complicated with heart trouble. He was born at Three 
Rivers, Jackson County, but came to live at Pascagoula at an early 
age, engaging in the undertaker and livery business, which he 
conducted for about thirty years. He was married to Miss Mary 
Amelia Krebs on February 6, 1871, who passed away a few years ago. 
Capt. Pickett was an old Confederate, a veteran of the Civil war, 
serving in Company L, 10 regiment, Mississippi, and Tennessee 
army, and at the time of his death was a member of Jackson County 
Campt 50, Confederate Veterans. Capt. Pickett was twice captured 
and imprisoned on Johnson’s Island, but managed each time to 
escape and make his way back to the Confederacy. He is survived by 
five sons and two daughters, namely, George Clinton Pickett of Lake 
Charles, La., B.H. Pickett, Jim Byrd Pickett, John and Eugene, Mrs. 
Charles Ferrer and Miss Mary Pickett of this place. The funeral was 
largely attended, a majority of the veterans of the Camp being 
present. Services were conducted at 4 o’clock Tuesday afternoon at 
the Catholic church. Rev. Father Ten Brick, rector, officiating. The 
cortage to the grave was headed by a Confederate battle flag carried 
by Veteran F. A. B. Houston, color bearer. The pallbearers were, S. 
B. Thompson, William Welch, Thomas Gant, CH. Alley, W. J. 
Farragut and Edward Parsley. As a soldier Capt. Pickett was 
magnificent, as a citizen equally so.

Dear Jean: 


Thank you for your very informative packet of information on the 
Picketts and the Elders. I have a couple of other questions that 
you might be able to help me with. 


Pat Edwards had given me the lead concerning the marriage of 
Daniel PICKETT (Jr.) to Amelia FERRELL. She said this was from a 
STEVENS history. Is there a date or source available for this 
information? He married 2nd Harriett Wilson in Washington CO, 
AL, in 1838. His son, Robert was born in 1836, presumably to 
Amelia. The probate records from Clarke County, which = you 
referred to, indicate that Robert was under the guardianship of 
Amelia's brother, G.W. FERRELL by the late 1840s. I have copies 
of those records. The records would lead one to believe that 
Amelia died about 1846-48, as you suggested. That would lead me 
to believe that there must be a divorce between Amelia and 
Daniel, between 1836-38. Do any Jackson Co. divorce records 
exist for this time period? 


Another theory that Pat and I have discussed is the possibility 
that the inheritance being probated in 1846-50, was not of 
Amelia's property, but her share of her mother's property. Susan 
Williamson FERRELL died 3 March 1847, and according to my records 
is buried at Indian Creek Cemetery, George Co. It is possible 
that Amelia preceeded her mother in death and that her’ share of 
her mother's estate was being divided between her children. I am 
enclosing my transcribed version of the Clarke Co. records in 
case they give you any further clues. They do name the slaves 
that were being transferred. If you put this in’ the PICKETT 
file, perhaps someday someone else can make something of it. 


One important clue is in those probate records that you might be 
able to help me with. In the first entry (1848 March) there is a 
charge by the accountant to the estate for "attending Jasper 
Circuit Court." Perhaps Jasper holds the key to this puzzle. Do 
Jasper records exist, and do you have an index to those records? 
I'd like to find out why the accountant attended court in Jasper 
on the account of this estate. Perhaps Amelia died there, and the 
records followed the guardian, as he was required to do annual 
filings. I also wonder if any FERRELL/PICKETT records may exist 
in George CO, where Susan was buried. 


Thank you for all your help. I am in touch with James Pickett in 
AR, who has also written you on this line. Please let me know 
what I owe you for copies.

I apologize for being so long in answering your questions. 
The library has been extremely busy this month, so many 
beginners that I have not had time to properly reply to any 
correspondence. 


T am enclosing a copy of the sheets from the Stevens book 
that pertain to the Ferrell family. There is no mention of 
what they are using for proof of the facts contained in the 
book. 


It is possible that Amelia's inheritance was being 
divided among her children because she was already deceased. 
{ have not found any information that would tell me this, 
but it is very possible. 


The entry in the probate records allowing expenses for 
the accountant to attend Jasper Circuit Court, merely means 
that the mother or the Williamson owned some land in Jasper 
County and that it had to be disposed of so the executor 
accountant or whatever had to attend to this matter. It does 
not mean that Amelia lived there. Jasper county records are 
non existent. The courthouse burned the last time in the 
early 1900s. A few marriage records were saved and a 
copy of land records was replaced by the Federal Land Office, 
but anything else is gone.

In the year 1840, William Kirkwood died intestate, leaving 
a widow, and five children, namely, Henry, Alexander, William R., 


Margaret and Nancy. On the 16th of May; 1848, a patent to a 
certain tract of land was issued to William Kirkwood, the de- 
ceased, by the United States government. And on the 20th of July 
1848, a patent to a certain other tract of land was issued to 
James Baker by the United States government. 


In September, 1848, Henry Kirkwood conveyed all of his in- 
terest in his father's estate to William R. amd Alexander Kirk- 
wood. ; 


In February, 1849, Nancy Pickett (nee Kirkwood) executed 
a deed to Alexander Kirkwood, reciting that she thereby conveyed 
"all the right, title and interest I have in the estate of my 
father". 


William R. Kirkwood died in 1854, and Margaret Wells (nee 
Kirkwood) died some time thereafter. Neither of them were mar- 
ried (at the time of their death) or left any issue. 


The widow of William Kirkwood (father of William R.) died 
in 1874. 


In January, 1872, and February, 1874, Henry Kirkwood, by 
several deeds, conveyed to his brother Alexander his interest 
in the estates of William R. and Margaret Kirkwood, deceased. 


On the 20th of December, 1879, Alexander Kirkwood made a 


deed to John C. Ely, purporting to convey certain lands therein 
described. 


In November, 1883, Ely deeded the same lands to Daniel 
McInnes. 


In April, 1887, Nancy'Branard (nee Pickett, nee Kirkwood) 
brought this action of ejectment to recover of McInnis an un- 
divided one-third part of the land described in the conveyance 
of Ely to the defendant (McInnis), and that of Alexander Kirk- 
wood to Ely. The plaintiff (Nancy Branard) died pending the ac- 
tion, and it was revived in the names of B. F. Pickett and 
others, her heirs and legal representatives. ~—— 


At the trial of this case, "it was admitted by the parties 
that William Kirkwood, deceased, is the common source of title 
and owned at his death the land in controversy". The facts here- 
tofore stated were proved on the trial, and, in addition, Alex- 
ander Kirkwood testified that he "had claimed and occupied and 
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paid taxes on this land (the land in controversy) for more than. 
thirty years". It was also proven that this land consists of 
above one thousand (1,000) acres of wild, timbered land, unfen- 
ced, except a few acres thereof. The defendant (McInnis) testi- 
fied that he and Ely had paid taxes on the land since 1879. 


The plaintiffs (Pickett, et al) introduced in evidence the 
deed from Nancy Pickett (nee Kirkwood) to Alexander Kirkwood; and 
the defendant (McInnis) introduced in evidence the patents to 
William Kirkwood and James Baker, and all the other conveyances 
above referred to. The description of the land conveyed to the 
defendant (McInnis) and sued for here does not correspond with 
the descriptions, in either, or both, of the patents put in evi- 
dence. 


The trial was by the Court, a jury being waived, and the 
judgment was to the effect, that the plaintiffs (Pickett et al), 
through their mother, Nancy Branard (nee Pickett nee Kirkwood), 
deceased, are entitled to one-third of two-fifths (1/3 of 2/5) 
or two-fifteenths (2/15th) of the real estate of William Kirk- 
wood, deceased, as the inheritance of their mother from her bro- 
ther, William R. Kirkwood, deceased, and her sister, Margaret 
Wells (nee Kirkwood), deceased. 


From this judgment the defendant (McInnis) appealed. 
Justice Campbell delivered the opinion of the Court and said: 


"The record shows "That it was admitted by the parties that 
William Kirkwood, deceased, is the common source of title, and 
owned at his death the land in controversy". This narrowed the 
controversy so as to exclude all questions as to the validity 
of the patent or the identity of the land it conveyed, and as to 
the derivation of title from James Baker. 


The death of William Kirkwood, before the issuance of the 
patent to him or "his legal representatives", made no difference 
as to the validity of the patent, if that was a question in the 
case. An Act of Congress of 20 May, 1836, U. S. Stat. at Large, 
vol. 5, p. 31, provides for such a case and makes the patent 
enure to the heirs. 


The convezance by the plaintiff (Nancy Branard, nee Pickett, 
nee Kirkwood) of all her “right, title and interest in the estate 
of her father, deceased", did not estop her from asserting her 
title by descent cast upon her by the subsequent death of a bro- 
ther or sister who were co-heirs with her to her father. Any 
title she might subsequently to her conveyance acquire ‘to the 
estate she conveyed' would by our statute enure to her grantee, 
and she could not assert it. 


The estoppel is co-extensive with the estate, right or in- 
terest which the conveyance purports to pass. It did not pur- 
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port to convey an estate which the grantor might at a future 
day derive by descent from her co-heirs. 


There is no such adverse possession shown as to protect 
the defendant (McInnis) by the statute of Limitations. 


AFFIRMED," 


The above case is presented here because it does go 
far back in time to a very large grant or grants of lands 
that were owned by one person, William Kirkwood. The lands 
consisting of 1,000 acres is, perhaps, still in the families 
involved in this law suit. 


Further, it certainly provides any descendants of the Kirk- 
wood and Pickett lines with proof positive of their relatives, 
but unfortunately never states the name of the wife of William 
Kirkwood. 


The value of civil records, that is, land deeds, wills, 
marriages (this would predate any known existing records in 
Jackson county of civil cases due to the latter burning of the 
courthouse and all records therein), court cases, etc., cannot 
be overstated. 


It is admitted that this particular case is a bit unique 
from most cases reported in the Journals, in that it does in 
detail set forth descendency as well as marriages and child- 
dren, if any, of the children of William Kirkwood.

Memorial Day originated during the Civil War. when some southern women chose May 30th to 
decorate soldiers graves. The honor was for the dead of both the Union and Cenfederate armies. It is 
believed that Cassanda Oliver Moncure of Virginia was the one responsible for this event. 


The cemetery today is a quiet, well-tended plot, surrounded by a black iron fence and guarded by a 
hugh bronze statue of a Confederate soldier. He does not look to the south. since this position would 
be considered retreat. He faces North with a ceaseless vigil. The Confederate Monument shown 
above, was sculptured by Sir Moses Ezekiel and dedicated in 1910. He also sculptured the 
Confederate monument at Arlington National Cemetery where is buried. 


The history of Johnson's Island since the civil war: 


The island was orgininally called Bull's island because cattle were on the island to feed. In 1852 the 
name became Johnson's Island purchased by L. B. Johnson. 


The Johnson's Island Pleasure Resort Co. opened its operation on thirty acres in 1894. Stock was 
sold for $100 per share. A Pavillion, a skating rink, and cottages were erected. In 1897 the pavilion 
burned to the ground. In 1904 a second resort was built with a dancing pavilion and theatre. It 
flourished for a season or two, but the owners of the competing resort acquired it and moved the 
buildings to Cedar Point. 
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Pavillion - Johnson's Island 


The island saw quarrying begin in 1901 for stone to build breakwaters for Cleveland, Lorain and 
Cedar Point. they had a school and a post office for the 150 men who were employed. The quarry 
operation was suspended in 1908. Other short termed operations continued for a number of years, 
the island also saw grape arbors, cattle and hog farming, even an air-strip. 


In 1956 a Cleveland investment group bought the island for a residental development. The island was 
surveyed with 250 sites on the water and a total of 1000 building sites. At present (April 2002) there 
are 210 cottages, houses, and homes. There are new ones being built each year. some small, some 
large, some very large.. 


In September 1960, 1500 Marines, Navy, Air Force, National Guard and Coast Guard played war 
games on Johnson's Island called "Operation Cold Steel" complete with jet air strikes, snipers, and 
beachhead landings and a missile launching base.. 


A causeway to the island was started in 1968 and completed in 1972. It was a private road but in 
1977 Congressman Delbert L. Latta (Bowling Green, Ohio) resolved with the Veterans Administration 
and Johnson's Island Inc. to allow passage to the cemetery. 
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Johnson's Island Prison 1862-1865 
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In 1861 it became apparent to Federal autorities that the war would not end quickly and plans were made for construction of prisons to 
permantly house thousands of Confederate prisoners. Lieutanant Colonel William Hoffman was assigned the task of managing the 
new Federal prison system. Hoffman arrived in Sandusky in October of 1861 and began the search for an appropriate prison site. 
Traveling around Lake Erie Islands aboard the /s/and Queen, Hoffman quickly inspected and rejected several prospective sites. 
Middle and North Bass Islands were too close to Canada and would be iced-in during severe winters making resupply difficult. South 
Bass Island with Put-in-Bay had an extensive civilian population and well established vineyard industry which would be subject to 
damage. Kelley's Island had similar drawbacks. 


Unpopulated Johnson's Island within Sandusky Bay seemed the best choice. It's size was about right, 300 acres, and the island was 
mostly wooded with hickory and oak providing good fuel source. Half the island could be leased for $500 per year and the 40 acres 
already cleared made a good building site. The new owner, L. B. Johnson was more than willing to allow the governmentto clear the 
land thereby increasing its agricultural and limestone quarrying value when th war ended. 


From Hoffman's arrival to the letting of construction contracts took a mere 30 days. The Sandusky builders William T. West and 
Philander Gregg were hired to build the initial buildings for $30,000 and by mid February 1862 a prison stood on the site. An 
additional contract was soon drawn for expansion of the facility. 


On April 11, 1862 the weather finally allowed the arrival of the first 200 prisoners by train in Sandusky from Camp Chase. They were 
ferried to the island aboard the /s/and Queen. Initially the prison was to house any Confederate prisoners but in June 1862 enlisted 
men were shipped to Camp Chase near Columbus and the Lake Erie prison contained only Confederate officers, plus an occasional 
private due to clerical errors.

The prison's stockade was a four-sided area of approximately 16 acres with a 15 foot high wooden fence surrounding it. At the base of 
the fence was a ditch to prevent tunneling, since the ditch reached bare limestone. Inside the stockade were 13 two-story prisoner 
barracks or "blocks", each roughly 25 by 125 feet. Twelve blocks were barracks and the thirteenth was the hospital. There was a yard 
down the center and behind each block was a sink or privy which was always foul due to poor drainage of the soil over the limestone 
shelf. 


The hastily built blocks were constructed of green lumber which quickly shrank as it cured leaving many gaps. Prisoners knocked out 
knots and cut additional holes for ventilation. The refreshing lake breezes so valued in summer became brutal as th bay froze in winter 
and a layer of insulating newspaper was used to ease the numbing cold. 


Each block had a kitchen at one end with a small cast iron stove where the prisoners cooked and laundered when water was available 
and the pumps were not frozen. Because of the number of prisoners in each block the mess process continued all day. An unappetizing 
menu of salt fish or pickled beef in a stew with rice and beans was the standard fare. 


Outside the stockade wall were some 40 buildings for the operation of the prison. Barracks for the officers and their families, enlisted 
men's housing, a stone powder magazine and two block houses were built in addition to the parade grounds and various barns and 
horse stables.

Dear EMartin, my sister-in-law, Betty Pickett, and I were able to spend a 
wonderful few days in your superb genealogy library about three years ago. 
Thanks to your library we have made some headway on our Picketts. I do have 
a few questions with which I need your help. 

1) Do you have any records of manufacturing companies in Moss Point, Ms 
around 1818? or were there any newspapers then that might list advertising], 
etc.? In the tax rolls for Jackson, Ms. for 1818, there is listed taxes paid 

by a Picket-Stock (I assume that this is a busines.) Also in the 1820 census 
there is listed a Daniel Pickett with one person listed as being in commerce 
and two people as being in manufacturing. We think these Picketts came from 
Chautaugua, New York in about 1810 and are trying to find out more about them. 
2) Are there any passenger arrival lists for the Port of Pascagoula around 
1810?0r anywhere nearby ? 

3) Are there any cemetery records that would have the grave of a Hannah 
Pickett, who would have died around the mid- 1820's? Daniel L. Pickett was 
later married to a Mary B. Walker Elder Pickett (1831), but his first wife 

was supposedly Hannah Tavlor. Or would there have been any obituary notices 
at that time? We have quite a bit of info. on Mary Walker Elder Pickett, but 

no real conclusion on the first wife. 

4) Daniel L. Pickett, Jr was also in Jackson County, Ms. He married an 
Amelia (Emily) Ferrill in about the mid 1820's. We would like to know the 

date of this marriage. We have quite a bit of info. on the Ferrill family, 

thanks again to your library, but we do not know when Daniel married Amelia. 
We have court records from Washington County, Alabama listing Amelia's 
brother, George W. Ferrill, as guardian to Amelia's minor children, Hannah 
Ann, Joseph, and Robert.(these range in date from 1833 to 1854????) We have 
surmised that Amelia died in child birth, because there is a reference toa 
midwife being paid in the settlement. We do not know when Amelia died or 
where she is buried. Do you have any records for this? We do know that 
Daniel, Jr. married a second time to Harriet Wilson in Washington County, 
Alabama in May of 1838. 

5) Also would there be any records of wills for a Daniel L. Pickett in about 

the late 1840's? or records of his burial? We have thought he might be 

buried in the Elder family cemetery, but can get no confirmation on that. 

6) Would the steamboat have become really active for passengers traveling 
from western New York or Pennsylvania into your area around 1815? We know 
that steamboat travel began around 1811 into New Orleans, but would there 
have been passenger lists for this? 

7) Were soldiers of the War of 1812 granted any land warrants in your area 

for their service in the war?

You can bet I will study them further 
and get back to you on anything I find. In all my Fickett 
research, I have never come across Harriet... I] am going to 
have to look for her in later censuses... I have been pretty 
certain for some time, as we have discussed, that my 
ancestor is the Robert who is living with ROS(?) in Clarke 
CO, MS in 1850. Then in 1860 he is in Choctaw, AL, a single 
farmer, in 1870, married ta Lucy Rackley in Choctaw, along 
with her father, and sister. I have never seen this Daniel 
and Harriet.... This could be Robert’s parents! We have 
never found them. All leads have been dead ends. For the 
record, Robert and Lucy are buried in zero, MS (Lauderdale) 
at Fleasant Hill Methodist Cemetary, along with quite a few 
other Ficketts. Robert’s birthdate is recorded on his 
headstone as Feb @, 1834, d. Aug 17, 1905. Lucy Ann Rackley 
FICKETT, his wife was b. Aug 6, 1834, d. Get 8, 1904. I can 
not ascertain that it is our Robert who lived with the ROS 
family in 1850 until I figure cut who they were. The only 
discrepency is that he is listed, along with them, as being 
bh. AL. His listing in Choctaw Co in 1840 & 70 say b. MS. I 
naven’t found him in 1860, as af yet. I believe he had left 
Choctaw Co, but don’t know where he went. I suspect 
Lauderdale Co, but haven’t ordered the soundex yet. 

I will look up each of these Picketts in my PICKETT FENCE 
newsletters and let you know if I come up with anything.

Dear EMartin, my sister-in-law, Betty Pickett, and I were able to spend a 
wonderful few days in your superb genealogy library about three years ago. 
Thanks to your library we have made some headway on our Picketts. I do have 
a few questions with which I need your help. 

1) Do you have any records of manufacturing companies in Moss Point, Ms 
around 1818? or were there any newspapers then that might list advertisingl, 
etc.? In the tax rolls for Jackson, Ms. for 1818, there is listed taxes paid 

by a Picket-Stock (I assume that this is a busines.) Also in the 1820 census 
there is listed a Daniel Pickett with one person listed as being in commerce 
and two people as being in manufacturing. We think these Picketts came from 
Chautaugua, New York in about 1810 and are trying to find out more about them. 
2) Are there any passenger arrival lists for the Port of Pascagoula around 
1810?0r anywhere nearby ? 

3) Are there any cemetery records that would have the grave of a Hannah 
Pickett, who would have died around the mid- 1820's? Daniel L. Pickett was 
later married to a Mary B. Walker Elder Pickett (1831), but his first wife 

was supposedly Hannah Taylor. Or would there have been any obituary notices 
at that time? We have quite a bit of info. on Mary Walker Elder Pickett, but 

no real conclusion on the first wife. 

4) Daniel L. Pickett, Jr was also in Jackson County, Ms. He married an 
Amelia (Emily) Ferrill in about the mid 1820's. We would like to know the 

date of this marriage. We have quite a bit of info. on the Ferrill family, 

thanks again to your library, but we do not know when Daniel married Amelia. 
We have court records from Washington County, Alabama listing Amelia's 
brother, George W. Ferrill, as guardian to Amelia's minor children, Hannah 
Ann, Joseph, and Robert.(these range in date from 1833 to 1854????) We have 
surmised that Amelia died in child birth, because there is a reference to a 
midwife being paid in the settlement. We do not know when Amelia died or 
where she is buried. Do you have any records for this? We do know that 
Daniel, Jr. married a second time to Harriet Wilson in Washington County, 
Alabama in May of 1838. 

5) Also would there be any records of wills for a Daniel L. Pickett in about 

the late 1840's? or records of his burial? We have thought he might be 

buried in the Elder family cemetery, but can get no confirmation on that. 

6) Would the steamboat have become really active for passengers traveling 
from western New York or Pennsylvania into your area around 1815? We know 
that steamboat travel began around 1811 into New Orleans, but would there 
have been passenger lists for this? 

7) Were soldiers of the War of 1812 granted any land warrants in your area 

for their service in the war? 


Several years ago, Fran Pickett was doing some Pickett research and 
1 
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corresponded with a Jean Strickland from your library. We have most of the 
info. that they shared, but do not have answers to these questions. 


Any insight you could give us would be appreciated. Thank you for your time 
and interest.

June sales tax receipts re- 
ceived by Jackson County's four 
municipalities increased by 8.33 
percent over those received for 
June 1991, according to the latest 
figures received from the 
Mississippi State Tax Com- 
mission. 

The cities will share 
$643,703.51, an increase of 
$49,471.28 over receipts for June 
1991. 

The figures represent the 
municipalities’ rebate from the 
State sales tax paid by con- 
sumers in May, reported to the 
Tax Commission in June and 
paid to the cities by July 15. 

Gautier had a 6.13 percent 
increase with a collection of 
$110,818.18 over the $104,421.58 
that it received in June 1991. 

Figures for Moss Point show 
the city received $73,936.74 as 
opposed to $76,444.30 for June 
1991. This reflects a 3.28 percent 
decline. 

Ocean Springs reported a re- 
bate of $140,199.89, an increase of 
12.38-percent over the city’s col- 
lection of $124,751.94 for June 


1991.

Mrs. Seely has been awarded 
as an Outstanding Woman of 
America and received the first 
B&PW award for Outstanding 
Citizen for women.

I'm sorry I'm so long getting back to you, but my server's been down, 
and I just got back online yesterday. 

You don't know how much it meant to me for you to let me take that 
book home (The History of Jackson Co., Mississippi.) 
I mailed the JCGS a check for it Monday morning in the amount of 
$55.64. Thank you so much, as I've wanted this book since I first saw 
it in the Mobile Genealogy Library. You were a tremendous help to me 
Saturday, and I'll never forget it. 
You have the patience of Job! That was only the second I'd been to your 
library. The first time was when Jean Strickland was there. I need to 
come see you more often, as you and your library have a wealth of 
information. Here at the Mobile Library the monitors have no idea how 
to help the public. They can show you where a particular book is 
located, but as far as helping people with their families, forget it. 
They need to take lessons from you, as they are so impersonal. 

I'd like to ask you about the Pickett family. I have a Daniel L. 
Pickett, Jr. that was married to Mary Burissa Walker, but I have only 
one child by them, and it’s one you haven't listed in your "Paper Trail: 
History as Recorded in Jackson County, Mississippi," and I'm beginning 
to wonder if this child really belongs to them. His name is Joseph 
Sealer Pickett, b. Nov. 2, 1834 in Moss Point, MS, and d. Mar. 14, 1863 
in Pine Bluff, AR. He married Reubana Elizabeth Dodson from TN. Sorry, 
I have no dates of birth, death, or marriage on her. I do have three 
children by them: John Hiram, Joseph, & Mary Frances Pickett. The only 
spouse information I have on the children is John Hiram Picket who was 
b. May 2, 1855 in Gilmer, Upshur Co., TX., and d. Jul. 8, 1932 in 
Gilmer, TX. He was m. to a Nancy Clapp Oct. 7, 1875 in Sulphur Springs, 
Hopkins Co., TX. 
They had 7 children. What do you know about Joseph Sealer Pickett, if 
anything, and who were his parents? You have Celia and Virginia as 
being the only children of Daniel and Mary Pickett. 

I lost my Dad on Dec. 14, 1998. He lived to be a ripe ole age of 97. 
I'm still sorting things out that my folks left, and I'm forever amazed 
at what I find. I've found most of the genealogy stuff, but last month 
I found an audio cassette tape that Dad made Apr. 5, 1969. It was an 
hour long tape conversation with his Uncle El in Vancleave, MS. This 
Uncle El was Alvin Eldridge Goff who was m. to Sylvia Louisiana Barnes. 
Uncle El passed away in 1971. My Dad and Oran Cochran decided to take a 
trip and visit Uncle El. My Dad had just bought a new tape recorder, so 
he decided to tape this conversation. 
First let me give you a little background of these three guys: 
(1)My Dad (Francis Earl Smith, Sr. was the son of Francis Barnabus

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"Barney" Smith & Alice Delia Goff; the grandson of Elias Bonnell Smith & 
Unity Hough Ferrill, and ggrandson of Bolin Smith & Martha Ann Mock.} 
(2)Uncle El (Alvin Eldridge Goff was the son of David Lazarus Goff & 
Ellen Claravine; and the grandson of David Goff & Marilla Pickett.) 
(3)Oran (Oran Wayne Cochran, Sr. was the son of Robert Turner Cochran & 
Julia Adelaide Loper; the grandson of Simeon Cochran & Burissa Jane 
Tucker, and the ggrandson of John Turner Cochran & Mary Strickland.) 
These three men were all related to one another in some way. Uncle El 
wasn't actually my Dad's uncle, but his 1st cousin. It seems every 
relative called him Uncle El, whether he was or not. 
When my Dad's mother died (Alice Delia Goff), he stayed with Simeon 
Cochran and his family for about a year. My Dad was only 18 months old 
at the time and his father (Barney Smith) had to work blacksmithing to 
help with the expenses. In other words Simeon offered to help raise my 
Dad. After awhile Barney Smith started courting one of Simeon's 
daughter; Burissa Lucretia Cochran, and on Jul.20, 1904 they were 
married, and moved back to Escatawpa. This was four years after the 
death of my Dad's mother. Dad really loved his new mother Mama Lou. I 
was told that when Barney and Lou Cochran married there wasn't all that 
many sparks flying. This was a marriage of practicality. Barney needed 
someone to help raise my Dad full time, so he picked Mama Lou (as my Dad 
called her.) As time passed the relationship of Barney and Mama Lou 
grew into a full fledged fire, and grew to love one another very, very 
much. My Dad told me that many a marriage started off this way; people 
helping people. 

Anyway, I transcribed this taped conversation, and it's a real hoot! 
Uncle El explained exactly what happened to Daniel Goff (Thomas Daniel 
Goff was m. to Sarah Hamilton) and how he was killed in the Civil War at 
Peachtree Creek. I doubt if anyone knows this true story but me, as my 
Dad, Uncle El, and Oran are all deceased. If you would like I'll be 
happy to send you a transcript of this conversation; by email or parcel 
post. Just tell me where to send it. I transcribed this converstion 
exactly as it was spoken. It took me hours. The only thing that you'll 
be missing is the violin playing by Uncle El with his left handed 
violin. Ha, ha. The playing wasn't that great, but I could tell these 
three guys had a really great reunion.

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Capt. B. F. Pickett, Civil War Veteran, Dead - April 25, 1905 ~

Capt. Benjamin Franklin Pickett, a prominent citizen of this city, 
died at his farm in East Scranton Tuesday morning at -~ o’clock, 
aged 68 years, 4 months and 17 days, after an illness of several 
months, complicated with heart trouble. He was born at Three 
Rivers, Jackson County, but came to live at Pascagoula at an early 
age, engaging in the undertaker and livery business, which he 
conducted for about thirty years. He was married to Miss Mary 
Amelia Krebs on February 6, 1871, who passed away a few years ago. 
Capt. Pickett was an old Confederate, a veteran of the Civil war, 
serving in Company L, 10" regiment, Mississippi, and Tennessee 
army, and at the time of his death was a member of Jackson County 
Campt 50, Confederate Veterans. Capt. Pickett was twice captured 
and imprisoned on Johnson’s Island, but managed each time to 
escape and make his way back to the Confederacy. He is survived by 
five sons and two daughters, namely, George Clinton Pickett of Lake 
Charles, La., B.H. Pickett, Jim Byrd Pickett, John and Eugene, Mrs. 
Charles Ferrer and Miss Mary Pickett of this place. The funeral was 
largely attended, a majority of the veterans of the Camp being 
present. Services were conducted at 4 o’clock Tuesday afternoon at 
the Catholic church. Rev. Father Ten Brick, rector, officiating. The 
cortage to the grave was headed by a Confederate battle flag carried 
by Veteran F. A. B. Houston, color bearer. The pallbearers were, S. 
B. Thompson, William Welch, Thomas Gant, CH. Alley, W. J. 
Farragut and Edward Parsley. As a soldier Capt. Pickett was 
magnificent, as a citizen equally so.
